Numbers 32:1-33 
The children of Reuben and the chil- 


dren of Gad sought their inheritance on 
this side of Jordan. But Moses said, “Shall 
your brethren go to war, and shall ye sit 
here?” (V. 6.) 

One important lesson we should learn 
from this chapter is that all the Lord’s 


people have a common cause. In these, 


days of trouble and perplexity, when we 
see nations and kingdoms are falling and 
the Church is facing one of the greatest 
crisis of its history, there is a call for a 
united effort on the part of every child 
of God. There should be displayed in the 
life of everyone all the elements of Chris- 
tian courage. 

It has been said that what has been 
attributed as ferocity to the tiger is due 
to its “incredible audacity and courage.” 
It simply sees no danger, knows no fear, 
brooks no delay, uses no artifice, and 
abandons no object of attack. Are these 
the elements of Christian courage? If 
we were filled with a deep sense of God’s 
presence and power, and of our own priv- 
ileges and responsibilities, would this not 
blind us to many of the things that dis- 
turb and terrify, and inspire, to many an 
act and work which we now dread? “Be 
strong and of good courage,” Deut. 31:6. 

Tho’ there were twelve tribes, yet were 
they all brethren (V.6). The weakening 
or strengthening of one was the weaken- 
ing or strengthening of the whole. Though 
we may live in different territories or 
fields of labor and our rank of position 
may differ, yet are we not brethren? Each 
of us should be interested in whatever 
concerns the kingdom of God. We feel 
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that every department of the Church 
concerns the kingdom of God, Sunday 
School, Y.P.E., Bible School, Evangel, or- 
phanage, missions, evangelism, etc. These 
worthy causes vitally concern the pro- 
moting of the kingdom of God. Here is 
where the battle begins, therefore there 
are many battlefronts which call for 
united action on the part of everyone. 
The children of Reuben and the children 
of Gad sought their inheritance on this 
side of Jordan. There are some battles, 
conflicts, and hardships across Jordan. It 
seems that there are too many Reubenites 
and Gadites who want to settle down 
and obtain their inheritance by the way 
of least resistance. They seem not to 
think of the welfare of others. Somebody 
fought at the battlefront for our deliv- 
erance. It was through the medium of 
evangelism, Sunday School, Y.P.E., or 
some of the other programs of the Church 
that the light was brought to us. Someone 
gave, prayed, sacrificed, and “crossed 
Jordan” that we might possess the won- 
derful experience of salvation. 


One of the greatest dangers to the 
Lord’s work is putting self-interest first. 
The Reubenites said, “Let this land be 
given unto thy servants for a possession, 
and bring us not over Jordan.” It is too 
easy to settle down in Jazer and Gilead, 
and let others look out for themselves. A 
selfish disposition discourages others. 
“Wherefore discourage ye the heart of 
the children of Israel from going over 
into the land.” (V. 7.) The selfish spir- 
it not only refuses to cooperate in the 
Church’s program, but it tends to dis- 
courage those who are in the pursuit of 
their duties toward God and the Church. 
No battles, no sacrifices, no burdens, thus 
we become idlers in the realm of pro- 
fessed Christianity. Take heed lest there 
be in any of you an evil heart of laziness! 
When bees have finished the business of 
swarming, and the workers have discov- 
ered there is no lack of queens, then they 
with one accord fall on the drones who 
are massacred without mercy. Thus na- 
ture, in these busy bees, passes the sen- 
tence of death upon the useless idler. This 
is also a law in the spiritual world. Those 
Christians who will not work for the 
good of Christ’s cause among men will 
be visited with the blight of death upon 
their spirits. 

Doing nothing is a sin against the 
Lord. “If ye will not do so, behold, ye 
have sinned against the Lord: and be sure 
your sin will find you out.” (V. 23.) 
When we become contented and satisfied 
in neglecting our responsibilities and fail 
to do our part in the great campaign of 
the Church work, it will become a sin 
against the Lord that will be sure to find 
us out. To become at ease in Zion is a 
dangerous condition and it will lead to 
destruction and eternal woe. 

There are many who are lamenting

over lost blessings, and you hear so many 
say, ‘““We do not have the power that we 
used to have, and we need to get back to 
Pentecost.” If that condition prevails, 
it is because we have lost the desire to 
help and bless others. We are too well 
satisfied to dwell on this side of Jordan, 
and let others get their possession the best 
way they can. Devotion to the interest 
of the kingdom of God secures present 
blessings. “If ye will go armed before 
the Lord until he hath driven out his 
enemies, this land shall be your posses- 
sion.” (Vs. 20-22.) By helping others 
into their lot of inheritance we can have 
and maintain our experience that we re- 
ceived at the cross and in the adorning 
of the Holy Ghost with all the power and 
blessings that accompanied it. The rea- 
son so many Christians have not entered 
into a soul satisfying portion in the pres- 
ent life is because they have ceased to help 
others. There is no class of the disciples 
of Jesus so happy as the WORKERS. It 
will be useless for us to respond to the 
call without the equipment for the bat- 
tle. “If ye will go armed before the 
Lord.” Our efforts will be in vain with- 
out the anointing for service; especially 
for evangelism we will need a full head 
of evangelistic steam.

Quoting Atwood H. Townsend in 
September Free World, the editor of 
Prophecy writes that, “It is now agreed 
that Hitler’s war began in 1933, with the 
Jews of Germany as its first victims. 
From best available statistics, he declares 
that 14,000,000 lives have already been 
sacrificed — mostly civilians bombed, 
starved, machine gunned, raped, tor- 
tured, burned to death. This includes 
1,000,000 children. Do you know, he 
says, that as many Jews are murdered 
every 24 hours in Eastern Europe as the 
total dead of the U. S. Army during 
seven months of war?” (650 Jews daily.) 


T. B. in Britain 


According to report by Time January 
4, “Only 5 per cent of United States 
cattle are infected, but according to best 
British estimates, 40 per cent of Britain’s 
3,500,000 dairy cattle are infected with 
tuberculosis, though not all infected 
cows give infected milk and only about 
6 per cent of British farms ship infected 
milk. In October Britain’s Medical Re- 
search Council Committee on Tubercu- 
losis in Wartime blamed unsafe milk for 
part of the 45 per cent rise in deaths of 
British children under ten from tuber- 
culosis.

Discovery of Science 
Jacon J. Sessler, First Reformed 


Church, N. Y., writing on “The Fact 
of God,” feature of a new book to ap- 
pear in print, said, “Man discovers, can- 
not create.” With scientific methods and 
skills, man merely discovers and uses 
what God has already put here. Man 
cannot create any new particle of mat- 
ter or energy. He can do remarkable 
things by using the atoms and electrons 
in various combinations, but in these 
combinations he only uses materials that 
already exist. This means that all mat- 


ter and energy that exist have always. 


been there, and that in the beginning 
God created everything. Man created 
neither coal, gold nor silver. These treas- 
ures were placed in the earth by God 
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ages ago, waiting to be uncovered by 
man. The scientific method does not 
create the laws of nature; it only dis- 
covers the laws of God already here. Giv- 
ing a law a name does not mean that it 
has been newly created; the name is mere- 
ly for the purpose of identifying a law 
that has always existed.”

Palestine the Outbreak of the War 


Jewish Voice reports that since the 
Jewish population in Palestine has in- 
creased 48,000, including 9,500 refugees 
from Nazi-held territories and an addi- 
tional 15,500 immigrants, about 400 
new industrial undertakings, including 
chemical and metal works, textile fac- 
tories and plants for woodwork and 
plants for building materials, have been 
initiated. The manufacture of medica- 
ments is of particular importance for 
the whole of the Middle East. Palestine 
industry now employs 42,000 people, and 
goods are produced to the value of near- 
ly 20,000,000 pounds sterling per an- 
num, compared with 10,000,000 sterling 
before the war. Production of electrical 
power has increased from 79,000,000 to 
112,000,000 kilowatts, of which 8,000,- 
000 is consumed by Jewish agriculture. 
The government revenue during the 
three years of the war is 25,000,000 
sterling, compared with 15,000,000 
sterling in the three years preceding the 
war. Bank deposits have risen from 17,- 
000,000 sterling to 24,000,000. Consid- 
erable contributions have been made by 
the Yishuv to various war funds, while 
its public expenditure of national, com- 
munal, and civic bodies is estimated at 
6,000,000 sterling per annum.

The Span of Life 


The possible length that a United 
States citizen might expect to live, ac- 
cording to TIME, increased between 1930 
and 1940 from 59 to 63.3 years. Such is 
the basis as given in a 48 state report 
made by U. S. Public Health Service. 

At the century’s turn the expectation 
of life at birth was less than 50 years. 
Other new data: 

Newborn white males can now expect 
to live 62.6 years; Negro males, 52 
years; white females, 67 years; Negro 
females, 55.2 years. Percentage increase 
in the expectation of life at all ages was 
more than twice as large for Negroes as 
for whites. One reason: “This (white) 
population is much closer to the maxi- 
mum expectation of life attainable with 


present knowledge than is the Negro pop- 
ulation.” 

“One of the most gratifying features,” 
said the report by Statistician Harold F. 
Dorn, ‘“‘was the uninterrupted decline in 
the maternal mortality rate which pre- 
vious to 1930 had shown no decline since 
... 1915. ... This rate declined 48 per 
cent among white mothers and 34 per 
cent among nonwhite mothers. In 1940 
the two rates were 3.2 and 7.7 per 1,000 
live births, respectively.” 

Death rate of infants under one year 
dropped 28 per cent for both whites and 
Negroes. Of 1,000 white babies born, 
43 now die in their first year. Of 1,000 
Negro babies, 74 die.

Wise-Cracking Preachers 


Many of our early clergy have taken 
to wise-cracking. The habit of ‘Oh, 
yeah,” and “Aw, nertz,” has beset the 
men of the cloth. They wise-crack at 
beds of sickness, instead of leading the 
patient by prayer into the presence of 
God. They wise-crack with the world- 
ling, instead of laying upon his heart the 
claims of Christ. They wise-crack about 
Biblical truths instead of deepening the 
respect of their listeners for the old 
Book. They wise-crack about the sacra- 
ments and the ordinances of the Church, 
instead of elevating them in the minds 
of the people. 

Far be it from me to suggest that the 
lines of the preacher’s face need be cast 
with sour grapes. I can understand why 
Oliver Wendell Holmes was discouraged 
from being a preacher, because a certain 
ministerial acquaintance bore himself so 
much like an undertaker. I would, in- 
deed, that the “holy tones” could be 
taken out of preachers’ voices. I am 
nauseated by those who seek to be im- 
pressive, and who succeed only in mak- 
ing themselves ridiculous. I shudder 
when I see one of the brethren walk as 
if he were God’s eldest brother. But I 
am against the wise-cracking clergy. 

Certainly, men trained in both col- 
lege and seminary, who have studied in 
economics, sociology, and Biblical analy- 
sis, should be equipped sufficiently to 
carry on a conversation on a high level. 
When resort is made to wise-cracking, 
it surely appears that the guilty, like the 
foolish virgins, think that their lamps 
will go on burning without replenishing 
the oil. Failing to keep abreast of the 
times, their light sputters and goes out. 
Their only recourse is wise-cracking. 

It is a common observation that the 
clergy are the poorest listeners. They are 
often restless and disrespectful. The fact 
is that they are seldom listening. They 
are ever intent on butting in, to tell one 
that they count just a little better than 
that which has been told. And people 
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OMETIMES we hear 

people discussing 
whether or not any one 
can go in the rapture 
without the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost, or how 
much salvation it will 
take to get to heaven, or 
how little they can get by with. (Some 
seem to be more interested in how little 
they can get by with than they are in 
how much they can get.) Personally, I 
want all the salvation I can get, “As for 
me, I will behold thy face in righteous- 
ness: I shall be satisfied, when I awake, 
with thy likeness.” Psa. 17:15. 

Jesus said, “Not every one that saith 
unto me, Lord, Lord, shall enter in- 
to the kingdom of heaven; but he that 
doeth the will of my Father which is in 
heaven.” Since that is the infallible words 
of our Lord, let’s study the Scriptures 
to find out what the will of God is. for 
the will of God is revealed in His Word. 


First, it is God’s will that all come to 
repentance, “The Lord is not slack con- 
cerning his promise, as some men count 
slackness; but is longsuffering to us- 
ward, not willing that any should perish, 
but that all should come to repentance.” 
2 Peter 3:9. True repentance will be fol- 
lowed by a turning away from that 
which is wrong, and turning to “Him 
who came to save His people from their 
sins.” This leads to the new birth, which 
also is God’s will for us. 


Jesus said, ““Ye must be born again,” 
John 3:7. “Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Excevt a man be born again, he cannot 
see the kingdom of God,” John 3:3. Jn 
James 1:18 we read, “Of His own will 
begat he us with the word of truth,” and 
in John 1:12, 13, “But as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power to be- 
come the sons of God, even to them that 
believe on his name; Which were born, 
not of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but of God.” We 
find by searching the Scriptures that re- 
pentance and water baptism and the new 
birth are not all of God’s will for us. 
Epaphras, one of Paul’s co-workers, 
prayed fervently for you that “ye may 
stand perfect and complete in all the will 
of God.” Col. 4:12. 


God’s Word says that God’s will is al- 
so for our sanctification. 1 Thess. 4:3, 
“For this is the will of God, even your 
sanctification.” Heb. 10:10, “By the 
which (God’s) will we are sanctified, 
through the offering of the body of Je- 
sus Christ once for all.” Heb. 13:12, 13, 
“Wherefore Jesus also, that he might 
sanctify the people with his own blood, 
suffered without the gate. Let us go forth 
therefore unto him without the camp, 
bearing his reproach.”

God’s Word also declares that believers 
are filled with the Holy Ghost according 
to His will. Heb. 2:4, “God also bearing 
them witness, both with signs, and won- 
ders, and with divers miracles, and gifts 
of the Holy Ghost, according to his own 
will.” Eph. 5:17, 18 tells us, “Wherefore 
be ye not unwise, but understanding what 
the will of the Lord is. And be not drunk 
with wine, wherein is excess; but be 
filled with the Spirit.” If you are not 
filled with the Spirit, and are wondering 
what the will of the Lord is for you, the 
scripture says, “Be filled with the Spirit.” 

Jesus said in Acts 1:8, “But ye shall 
receive power, after that the Holy Ghost 
is come upon you.”

When 
we obey this part of God’s will for us, 
we naturally keep many other of His 
commandments.

phecy. Varieties and vagaries of prophetic 
internretotion are unsettling the sa‘nts 











and leading to conflict and confusion. Jn _ 


the midst of such conditions, it is well 
that we reaffirm those great prophetic 
truths that have meant so much to the 
people of God and especially in the light 
of recent attacks made upon them. I 
propose to sneak to von now on “The 
Rapture of the Saints.” The word “rap- 
ture” does not occur in Scripture any 
more than the terms “trinity” or “substi- 
tution,” but like these terms, it expresses 
scriptural truth. The English word means 
“to transport to a state of happiness” and 
comes from a Latin word rapio, “‘to seize 
guicklv or suddenlv” or “to snatch awav.” 
In 1 Thess. 4:13-18, where we have the 
account of Christ’s coming for His own, 
we read that thev are to be “caught up” 
(vs. 17). The Greek words here mean 
precisely “snatch up suddenly.” From 
this we derive the term “rapture.” 
I. J# Is Revealed in the New Testament 
The second coming of Christ as fore- 
told bv the Lord Himself in Matthew 24 
is to be preceded by a series of signs. 
After the preaching of the gospel of tke 
kinedom to all nations, the first sign 
is the setting up of “the abomination of 
desolation in the holy place snoken of by 
Daniel the prophet.” It is plainlv evident 
that this cannot take place till the tem- 
ple at Jerusalem is again in use and the 
Jews are in their land under the rule of 
antichrist. The second sign is “the great 
tribulation.” the time of Jacob’s trouble, 
at the height of which the Lord will come 
for the deliverance of Israel. Yet when 
we turn to the Pauline Epistles we find 
the apostle urging the saints to look for 
the Lord Jesus the Savior, without any 
signs preceding His coming. The reasons 
for these two different lines of prophecy 


is that when the Lord spoke of the com- . 


ing of the Son of man, the full mystery 
of the Church was not yet revealed, but 
after it was revealed to Paul, to him was 
also revealed the removal of the Church 
by translation. No one can possibly con- 
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fuse the two accounts of the second com- 
ing of the Lord, who recognizes the fact 


that the Lord in Matthew 24 was taking: 


up the threads of Old Testament pro- 
phecies regarding Israel, whilst Paul, by 
subsequent revelation, deals with what is 
never found in Old Testament prophecy; 
namely, the removal of the Church, 
which came into being when Israel was 
temporarily set aside because of unbelief. 
When the Church is removed the pro- 
phecies of the Old Testament and of 
Matthew 24 will receive fulfillment. 
Divine interventions are necessitated by 
what precedes them and by what follows. 
The Church came into being when Isracl 
apostatized. And as the gifts and call.ng 
of God are without repentance, Israel 
must be restored before the covenant 
mercies can be effective. But the Church 
is still on earth, therefore God must in- 
tervene for its removal before He can 
fulfill His promises made to Abraham 
and his seed forever. The dispensation of 
grace must end by divine intervention 
before Israel can be saved. Those who 
will have the Church pass through the 
great tribulation and who appeal to 
Matthew 24 for proof, should note one 
significant fact in that chapter. Our 
Lord distinctly tells His disciples what 
is to occur “immediately after the tribu- 
lation of those days.” That is precisely 
the point at which our friends locate the 
resurrection. Is it not then a matter of 
profound significance that the Lord 
Himself does NOT locate the resurrec- 
tion at this point, or locate there any 
event that is to happen to His saints, but 
speaks only of what will happen to “the 
tribes of the earth”? What HE says is to 
occur immediately after the tribulation 
is that ‘‘the sun shall be darkened, and 
the moon shall not give her light, and 
the stars shall fall from heaven, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be shaken; 
and then shall appear the sign of the Son 
of man in heaven; and then shall all the 
tribes of the earth mourn, and ¢hey shall 
see the Son of man coming in the clouds 
of heaven with power and great glory” 
(vss. 29, 30). It is impossible to fit the 
blessed hope of the Church into this 
framework. Such considerations warrent 
us in speaking of the second coming of 
Christ as being in two stages. The first 
stage is in the AIR for His saints; the 
second stage is on the EARTH with His 
saints. Never once do the Epistles speak 
of the Lord coming as King, but they do 
speak of the coming of the Lord the 
Savior. He is never the King of the 
Church, but He is the King of Israel and

the King of kings, while He is the Lord 
of the Church and the Savior of the body. 
It is a remarkable fact and a sure evi- 
dence of inspiration that the Epistles 
never speak of the coming of the Son of 
man, but the Synoptic Gospels always do. 
All the writers of the Epistles, except 
Paul, had heard the Lord speak repeated- 
ly of the coming of the Son of man. Yet 
not one of them uses the phrase so famil- 
iar to their ears. It ceased to be used from 
the stoning of Stephen and never occurs 
again till it is found in the Book of Rev- 
elation where the Lord is seen as Judge, 
agreeable with His own words, “All 
judgment is committed unto the Son”— 
because He is the Son of man. It is be- 
yond doubt, therefore, that the coming 
of the Son of man spoken of in the 
Gospels is not the coming of the Lord 
of which Paul speaks. Every detail of the 
coming of the Son of man is omitted 
from the scriptures which speak of the 
coming of the Lord FOR His saints. And 
every detail of the coming of the Lord 
FOR His saints is omitted from the 
scriptures which tell of His coming as 
the Son of man. For example, in the lat- 
ter there is no mention of the resurrec- 
tion of the dead and the catching up of 
those who are alive and remain; no men- 
tion of anyone’s being changed in a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an eye. Whilc 
in the former there is no mention of the 
antichrist, the abomination of desolation, 
the tribulation and the regathering of 
Israel. The rapture of the saints is not 
therefore a pious imagination or theolo- 
gical invention. It is a plainly revealed 
hope of the people of God in this age. 
II. It Is Typified in the Old Testament 
Enoch was called of God. He lived in 
a time antecedent to the flood when 
shameless sin abounded and human de- 
pravity sent its nauseating stench up to 
the throne of God. Although living in 
such an environment, Enoch not only 
stood aloof from the hideous sin around 
him; he walked in practical holiness in 
fellowship with God. His walk and his 
words were pleasing to God and this 
blessed intimacy ended one day when he 
found himself suddenly, and without 
dying, in heaven with God. The Lord had 
translated Enoch from earth to heaven. 
The Church has been set up on earth as 
a witness and a warning. She is to wit- 
ness to her absent Lord as the only Re- 
deemer of men and to warn a wicked and 
pleasure-loving age of coming judgment. 
The Church, like Enoch, is to walk the 
path of separation, to walk with God and 
show forth the glory of His presence in a 
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people bought with precious blood. There 
is a limit to her presence among men. 
Like Enoch, the Church will be trans- 
lated, the dead in Christ will be raised, 
the living saints will be changed and-to- 
gether caught up to meet the Lord in the 
air. The Church will be taken into the 
place that Christ has gone to prepare for 
her. 

Lot also is a typical figure. He looked 
toward Sodom, pitched his tent towards 
Sodom, took office in Sodom, vexed his 
righteous soul with the filthy conversa- 
tion of the Sodomites, and then lost his 
testimony in Sodom. One day as it drew 
on towards evening, angelic hands laid 
hold on Lot and snatched him out of 
Sodom. In the morning the flaming judg- 
ment of God fell upon the doomed city, 
wiping out all that Lot had so painfully 
accumulated. Lot represents that side of 
the professing Church which has lost its 
pilgrim character and become enamored 
of world betterment, that side of the 
Church which has lost the heavenly vi- 
sion and become a partner in grandiose 
schemes to make the world a better place 
for Christ rejecters to live in. Every- 
where you will find professed churches 
where every contrivance for the pleasure 
of the natural man is provided and where 
the offense of the Cross has ceased. The 
heavenly hope is lost sight of and the 
emphasis is mostly on bringing in the 
kingdom of God. But suddenly the Lord 
will come. He will snatch the Church up 
out of the world. He will take even those 
who constitute the worldly side of the 
Church, provided that, like Lot, the root 
of the matter is in them. He will take 
them out of the world and up to Him- 
self. After that, the Lord will be revealed 
from heaven, taking vengeance on His 
enemies and those that obey not the 
gospel of God. Lot was saved out of 
Sodom by being burned out of Sodom. 
He was saved “so as by fire.” There are 
many believers to whom the coming of 
the Lord will seem as a calamity. They 
will be as those who are saved out of a 
great fire but have all their goods burned 
up. But note it well! The Lord said He 
could do nothing till Lot himself should 
come out of the city. He could not and 
would not burn it up until Lot was safe 
outside. 

Lot in Sodom was the only thing that 
stood between Sodom and the fire of 
God. And startling though it may seem, 
the Church, in spite of its many failures, 
is the only barrier between the world and 
the judgment of God. The Church is as 
the salt of the earth. It alone saves the 
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world from complete corruption. It alone 
saves it from the flaming downpour of 
God. The presence of the Holy Spirit in- 
dwelling the Church corporately in the 
truly regenerated part of the Church, acts 
as the antidote to the malignancy of hu- 
man corruption. 

After the Lord had caused Lot to be 
snatched out of Sodom, the fire fell. After 
the Church shall be taken up to meet 
the Lord, the judgment of God will fa’l. 
The scene at Sodom was twofold. The 
Lord intervened first for the removal of 
Lot out of Sodom. He later came over 
Sodom with outpoured judgments. So the 
Lord will come into the air FOR HIS 
Church; then, later on, He will come 
with His Church in judgment on the 
world. 

Joseph likewise is an historical fact 
and a typical and prophetic figure. Yes, 
he is one of the most outstanding types 
of our Lord Jesus in the Old Testament. 
Rejected by his brethren, sold into 
Egypt, providentially installed as prime 
minister, he takes to himself a Gentile 
wife and installs her in his palace. Then 
famine, sorrow and terrible tribulation 
overtake his father’s house and those 
same brethren who had so cruelly be- 
trayed and sold him. After allowing them 
to suffer the due reward of their sin and 
to endure short but sharp tribulation, he 
took his wife, entered his chariot, re- 
vealed himself in all the dignity of his 
royal position to his penitent brethren 
and set them up in the land of Goshen, 
the land promised by the king, the p-om- 
ised land in Egypt. Joseph first took his 
wife into his royal abode, the place pre- 
pared for her, took her to himself, and 
then came forth with her resplendent in 
kingly glory, and established his brethren 
in the coveted land. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ was reject-d by 
His brethren. They sold Him as Joseph's 
brethren sold him, into alien hands. Fer 
two thousand years He has been absent 
from this world. He is associated with 
God the Father in rulership on the heav- 
enly throne. During these years of His 
absence He has been securing a bride 
from among the Gentiles. He is getting 
that bride through the preaching of the 
gospel and the ministry of the Holy 
Spirit. Some day He will descend into 
the air. He will call the Church as His 
affianced bride, into the home of His 
preparing. His banner over her shall be 
love. When the Church is removed from 
the earth the Lord’s dealings with His 
brethren in the flesh will begin. Terrible 
tribulation will have come upon. them.

Anguish and agony will be their portion. 
Then will the Lord descend from heaven 
with all His saints. He will reveal Him- 
self to His brethren. They will repent at 
the sight of Him whom their father 
pierced, and own Him as their once re- 
jected Lord. He will fulfill in glorious 
completeness the promises made to the 
fathers in the land of covenant promise. 

The coming of Christ is like that of 
Joseph. As Joseph sought his bride, came 
for her, then took her into his royal home 
and afterward revealed himself with her 
in glory, sharing it with her, so the Lord 
will come first for His Church and then 
with her. We are often reminded of the 
fallacy of building doctrines on types 
but when Old Testament types so man- 
ifestly set forth New Testament teach- 
ing, we are warranted in secing in them 
much more than mere coincidence. They 
are divinely-inspired illustrations. 

Ill. I¢ Is Involved in the Heavenly 

Calling of the Church 

Failure to distinguish between Israel, 
the earthly elect, and the Church, the 
heavenly elect, has led to endless confu- 
sion. In Scripture, the hope and expec- 
tation of the Church is always directed 
heavenward while that of restored Israel 
points to earthly future blessedness. It 
was not until after the death and resur- 
rection of Christ that the Church began. 
In the purpose of God, it existed before 
all worlds; but as to its actual existence 
on earth, the Church was formed by the 
descent of the Holy Spirit on the day of 
Pentecost. Those who till then had been 
individual believers, disciples of Christ, 
were by the descent of the Holy Spirit 
incorporated into one body. The Church 
is the body and bride of Christ. It is the 
habitation of the Holy Ghost. Its calling 
is a heavenly one. Its portion and its hopes 
are heavenly. Its continuance here is 
only to represent Christ, and show forth 
the riches of the grace of God. When its 
formation and purpose are completed, it 
will be removed to its own heavenly 
sphere, and God will then begin to deal 
in judgment with the earth. 

A pivotal scripture that makes plain 
the purpose of God in this age is found 
in Acts 15:13-18, “Men and brethren, 
hearken unto me: Simeon hath declared 
how God at the first did visit the Gen- 
tiles, to take out of them a people for his 
name. And to this agree the words of the 
prophets; as it is written, After this I 
will return, and will build again the 
tabernacle of David, which is fallen 
down; and I will build again the ruins

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DOWN MEXICO WAY WITH 
THE ARCHERS

(Continued from last issue) 


The next morning we catch the train 
(it isn’t hard to catch, as one could 
nearly keep up with it running) for the 
second lap of our journey. Here we buy 
second-class tickets, for the first-class is 
just double in price and the only advan- 
tage is a little softer seat, and whatever 
feeling of dignity that goes with being a 
first-class passenger. This means little 
to an Irishman, but much to a Mexican, 
as pride is one of the overwhelming sins 
of this land. It is very easy to work on 
this pride to make the Mexican hate the 
American, for, recognizing the superior 
advantages enjoyed by American people, 
they naturally feel a sense of inferiority. 
Their pride makes them despise this in- 
ferior feeling, and in turn despise the 
Americans who enjoy all the privileges 
of education, monev, cars, nice homes, 
etc., which their backward economic sys- 
tem has not permitted them. 


The wealthy, educated Mexican feels 
none of this inferiority. Nor should he, 
for with his wealth he can enjoy all the 
advantages of our civilization, and cer- 
tainly he is as well educated, and comes 
behind none of us in intelligence. One 
has to be constantly on guard not to of- 
fend this false pride. For example, they 
think that all the famous songs, such as 
“The Old Rugged Cross,” “Nearer My 
God to Thee,” etc., were written in 
Spanish. They are surprised, and their 
pride touched, when we tell them that 
practically all of their hymns are trans- 
lations from the English, and that often 
much of the inspired. deeper meaning of 
the songs has been lost in the transla- 
tion. For the translators often change the 
meaning completely, to suit their fancy 
or to fit the music. 


After seven hours of swaying and 
bouncing through virgin tropical lands, 
cultivated only in small patches here and 
there, and of missing punches at type- 
writer keys with each jerk, we slow up 
for Tres Valles. Brethren swarm on the 
train before it stops (the doors are never 
closed) and grab us and the suitcases, 
carrying the suitcases and nearly carry- 
ing me, in their glad welcome. Natives 
in white, who come by the hundreds to 
the one daily event of the passing train, 
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stare in open curiosity at the sight of 
an American in their village. But in a 
few minutes the whole city will know 
why we are here, for one of them will 
ask one of the brethren, and word will 
travel by mouth rapidly through the vil- 
lage. 

This is the headquarters of Ruben Ar- 
cos, who pastors the local church. The 
church building is of 1 by 12 board 
sides, and palm roof, about 30 by 80 
feet. This is quite an imposing edifice 
in this land of bamboo and palm huts. It 
is the rainy season. so we paddle through 
mud the several blocks to the church, 
accompanied by some twenty chatter- 
ing brethren. At the church we are asked 
to step inside for a moment of prayer, 
and are greeted by a shower of flower 
petals by the women of the church, fol- 
lowed by a welcome song. After prayer, 
we go next door to the parsonage, of 
bamboo and palm, with dirt floors, swept 
scrupulously clean. 


It is the first time we have seen Ruben 
since he was placed in jail two months 
ago by enemies. This was not a new ex- 
perience to him, as he has been in jail 
several times for the gospel. He has also 
been poisoned. I was in the United States 
at the time. but Mrs. Archer had re- 
turned to Mexico, and through an ex- 
chance of wires, prayer on the part of 
the Church, and intervention with the 
Governmert on the part of Sister Archer, 
he was quickly released. 


He is the same smiling, happv war- 
rior, looking none the worse for his ex- 
perience. We have six other churches in 
these narts. back from the railway. which 
we will visit on our return here, but for 
now we will press on into the interior. 


After passine Saturday and Sunday 
here, with the blessing of the Lord upon 
the services, we leave Monday morning 
on foot for Tuxtapec, a day’s journey 
away by horse or foot. They never gal- 
lop their horses here, but walk them at 
a fast walk. I presume this is because of 
the heat, and because much of the time 
one is traveling through forest trails cut 
out of the brush, where it would be dan- 
gerous to gallop. There is a branch train 
running from the main line ten miles 
below here,-to Tuxtapec, but we would 
lose a day waiting on these trains. So we 
choose to walk. The river at Tuxtapec is 
about two blocks wide in the rainy sea- 
son, runs deep and swift, with clear 





mountain water. The city of some 
twenty thousand is located on a thirty- 
foot cliff overflowing the river. It is the 
river trade center and shipping point for 
hundreds of miles of wild interior. 

The brethren were delighted to see us, 
and quickly spread the word around to 
gather for services. Among our members 
is a storekeeper, and the operator of the 
city light system, and owner of a rice 
and corn mill. We use oil lamps in the 
churches here, as few villages have lights, 
which makes these dark people look all 
the darker in the dim light. The church 
was full when we started services, the 
people sitting patiently and happily for 
three hours, singing and listening to the 
Word of God, of which they never get 
enough. 

We have been advised that the boat 
will leave at nine in the morning, so we 
bid an early farewell to the brethren and 
go down to the river, only to learn that 
they have decided not to leave until four 
in the afternoon. Later we learn that this 
thirty-foot, flat-bottom motorboat will 
be loaded and pulling two barges, and 
that we would have to ride on one of the 
oven barges, exposed to sun and rain. 
The one other boat is to leave at four 
in the morning, and having a lighter car- 
g0, promises to beat the first boat to our 
destination. So we decide to wait until 
four the next morning. One becomes 
quite accustomed to these waits in Mex- 
ico. At one time numerous cargo boats 
plied this river, and Americans, Germans 
and Englishmen operated huge banana 
plantations on both sides of the river, and 
far inland. But when the Mexican Gov- 
ernment expelled all foreign capital from 
the countrv, the plantations began to de- 
teriorate. Then a disease struck the ba- 
nanas, and now only a pitiful semblance 
of the original commerce remains. The 
tropical forest. quickly reclaimed the land 
and little evidence remains that it had 
ever been cultivated.

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Education For Post-War Service 


Religion, education, and freedom are 
hanging in the balances. The youth of 
America are being called by the millions 
for service in the various branches of our 
armed forces. It is possible that your am- 
bitions to educate your son or daughter 
have been blasted by his call to serve the 
country we love. Many millions will be 
called to serve this country, but some 
will never see combat duty; to these and 
their parents, let me make an earnest 
appeal. 

In the first place, America will be a 
different country after the war. I am not 
necessarily referring to the political set- 
up, but when these millions of nerve- 
racked, shellshocked, and fighting men 
return to their homes they will be quite 
different in many respects. These young 
men will have lost their most important 
years of training for a vocation in life. 
Your son would have probably been a 
mechanic, schoolteacher, carpenter, law- 
yer, minister, or have chosen one of the 
thousands of other vocations. However, 
his country called him; he served and 
now he returns without the proper edu- 
cational background to assume the re- 
sponsibilities of going into some legiti- 
mate business. Employment, training for 
a vocation, and religious education will 
be three important post-war problems 
with the return of our boys from the 
various battlefields. Many dissipated and 
unsocial characters were made by World 
War I, and no doubt the number will be 
greatly increased at the conclusion of 
this terrible conflict. 

Secondly, qualified teachers and 
trained social workers will be deficient 
in number compared to the urgent de- 
mand. Many young people could begin 
now and be prepared for the emergency 
which will naturally arise when the boys 
and young ladies return home. 

Winning the war seems to be the ma- 
jor issue that we are presently confronted 
with; but by no means should we for- 
get the stupendous work of transforming 
our manufacturing plants to peace-time 
enterprises, and of promulgating religious 
principles to the torn and battle-scarred 
world. 

In order to do these things prepara- 
tions should be made now by the nation, 
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the church, and the individual. School- 
teachers are in demand. The demand for 
trained workers is high. Only well-trained 
and educated workers can stem the tur- 
bulent, downward trend of morality. 
The remaining youth are faced with a 
great work. We must prepare for the 
‘period of reconstruction. 

The opportunities of education offered 
by the Church of God Bible Training 
School and College is worth serious con- 
sideration. This school, with Spirit-filled, 
competent teachers, can train you for a 
specific ministry in the aftermath of this 
World War II.—Vessie D. Hargrave.

thereof, and I will set it up: that the res- 
idue of men might seek after the Lord, 
and all the Gentiles, upon whom my name 
is called, saith the Lord, who doeth all 
these things. Known unto God are all his 
works from the beginning of the world.” 
That is God’s purpose in this age. He is 
not now converting the world, nor set- 
ting up His kingdom. He is now taking 
out from among the Gentiles a people 
for His name. We do not forget that in 
the Church there is a proportion of 
saved Jews but the proportion of such 
does not in any way alter the truth of 





the above statement. When “the fullness 
of the Gentiles” (the Church) has been 
brought in, then the Lord will come for 
His own. Following this, He will resume 
His dealings with His ancient people and 
world-wide blessing will be the result. 
This age is not the age of the ingather- 
ing, that age is to follow. This is the age 
of the out-gathering, the out-gathering 
of an elect people to be united with 
Christ in glory in that day when He shall 
come to reign as the appointed King over 
the millennial earth. To ignore the plain 
teaching of the Word of God as to the 
place and purpose of the Church in this 
age, and to shut our eyes to the similarly 
plain teaching as to the place and pur- 
pose of Israel in the age to come, is to 
land ourselves in hopeless confusion. 

It is this refusal to rightly divide the 
Word of Truth, that has caused some to 
assert that the Church must go through 
the great tribulation. Yet, in the Epistles 
specially written for the guidance of the 
Church, there is not a word about the 
great tribulation. Is it likely that, if the 
Church is to pass through this awful 
time, the Epistles that deal with the 
peculiar character of the Church and its 
destiny should have nothing to say on 
the matter? Nothing is said because the 
Church has nothing to do with it. It is 
designated “the time of Jacob’s trouble,” 
and when God puts a label on anything 
it is well to recognize it. Some imagine 
they have disposed of the question by 
asking if there is any scripture which 
says that the Church will NOT go 
through the tribulation. But no intelli- 
gent person should put such a question. 
Scripture does not teach by negations. lf 
it did we might ask if Scripture says 
that the Church will NOT go 
through purgatory? It does not. Wil 
the Church then go through purgatory? 
This is neither truth nor reason. A much 
more sensible question is, Does Scripture 
say the Church WILL go through the 
tribulation? It does not. Who dare say it 
will? Paul in the earliest reference in his 
Epistles to the rapture says, “Ye turned 
to God from idols to serve the living and 
true God and to wait for his Son from 
heaven, whom he raised from the dead, 
even Jesus which delivered us from the 
wrath to come” (1 Thess. 1:9, 10). Our 
tribulationist friends reply to this that 
there is a difference between the wrath 
to come and the tribulation and that 
Christ delivers us from the wrath but 
not from the tribulation which will be 
over, and the saints, after passing through 
it, will be delivered before the vials of 
wrath are poured out. However, it can 
be shown that the tribulation and the 
wrath are concurrent and that exemp- 
tion from one involves deliverance from 
the other. The tribulation will ensue when 
“the abomination of desolation is set up 
in the holy place.” They will be slain 
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who refuse to worship the image of the 
beast (the abomination), while it is said 
of the wrath, “And the /first (angel) 
went and poured out his vial upon the 
earth; and there fell a noisome and griev- 
ous sore upon the men which has the 
mark of the beast, and upon them that 
worshipped his image” (Rev. 16:2). From 
these two references it is clear that both 
the tribulation and the wrath begin when 
the abomination is set up in the temple, 
and both will continue during the last 
half of Daniel’s 70th week (three and a 
half years). The meaning is clear—the 
Church will be delivered from them 
both. It is futile to refer to Matthew 24 
to cancel this. Why apply the “elect” 
mentioned there to the Church which 
was not in existence and not to angels or 
Israel which were? There is much in the 
context to show that Israel is there re- 
ferred to as the “elect” for the Lord im- 
mediately went on to unfold the parable 
of the fig tree, which is undeniably Israel, 
and the whole background of the proph- 
ecy is Jewish. We have the temple and the 
Sabbath Day—all identified with Israel 
and not with the Church, the former 
being an earthly people with an earthly 
inheritance, and the latter being a heav- 
enly people with a heavenly inheritance. 
The judgments of the tribulation are for 
Christ rejecters, Jew or Gentile. How 
then can those who have kissed the Son 
be condemned with those who spat upon 
Him? It is unthinkable. On the pre-tribu- 
lation rapture view there is room for the 
judgment seat of Christ and the marriage 
supper of the Lord. These proceedings 
will require much time and we may be 
sure that the Lord will not hurry through 
affairs of such solemnity and importance. 
It is impossible to conceive of any other 
time than the interval between the rap- 
ture of the saints and their appearing 
with Him in glory, when the matters 
that await judgment between the Lord 
and His people, and between saint and 
saint, could be disposed of judicially. On 
the post-tribulation view, which makes 
the coming of the Lord for His own and 
His appearing with them in glory prac- 
tically one event, there is no possible 
room for the judgment seat of Christ and 
marriage of the Lamb. Much more could 
be said but we believe that we are on solid 
ground when we exhort the Lord’s peo- 
ple to be on the lookout for their Lord 
from heaven and to “comfort one an- 
other with these words.”
